S.  T.  O.  is  Boprosentod  at  Meeting  of 
Many  Alumni  Association  Secretaries 
Hold  at  Kansas  City  Athletic  Club. 

In  answer  to  tho  question  “Who 
should  bo  ontitlod  to  membership  in  an 
alumni  organization  of  a  collcgo  or 
university,  which  question  was  asked 
nt  tho  District  mooting  of  tho  American 
Alumni  Council  held  in  Kansas  City, 
Inst  Friday  and  Saturday,  January  10- 
11,  a  unanimous  rosponso  was  mado  to 
the  effect  that  in  tho  schools  of  thoso 
tlioro  rprosouted,  tho  tendency  now,  is 
to  invito  all  studonts  who  have  ovor 
attended  tho  institution  to  becomo  ac- 
tivo  members.  Somo  of  the  alumni  sec¬ 
retaries  present  said  that  thoir  organ¬ 
izations  spocifiod  a  certain  period  of 
time  in  attendance  nt  their  respective 
schools  as  necessary,  before  cx-studonts 
of  tho  schools  would  bo  asked  to  be¬ 
come  members  of  tho  association,  but 
that  they  wero  getting  moro  and  more 
away  from  specifying  a  certain  period 
of  time,  such  as  a  semester  or  year  in 
attcndanco  at  tho  collego.  Cards  of 
studexts  dishonorably  discharged  are 
given  a  sopnrate  file.  Loaders  at  tho 
meeting  said  that  tho  timo  had  passed 
whon  graduates  of  institutions,  throw 
out  thoir  chests  and  crow  about  being 
holders  of  a  dogreo.- 
In  answer  to  the  qnostion  “Should 
money  bo  raised  from  tho  members  of 
an  alumni  association  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  gifts  to  the  Alma  Mater, 
such  as  a  pipe  organ,  campanile,  a  pieco 
of  statuary;  a  building  or  some  other 
sueh  gift,  in  a.  State  Institution  such 
as  ono  of  our  Missouri  Toacliors  Col- 
logos?”  the  replies  wero  in  tho  affirm- 
lativo.  Tho  question  was  asked  because 
somo  people  have  expressed  the  thought 
that  in  an  institution  supported  by  tho 
state,  the  graduates  and  former  stud¬ 
ents  of  a  school  shonld  not  be  asked  to 
contributo  such  things  as  thoso  men¬ 
tioned;  above:  Thoso  i>r0B®hi;  were’  unan¬ 
imous  in  oxpressing  the  thought- Con¬

'student  shohld--  ^bo  ‘ deprived'' bf  '  this 
pleasure  '  of  giving  to;  his:  Alma  Motor. 
Many ;  present-  govo  examples  of  how 
f ormer  studonts  of  -'-thoir  "  institutions, 
though  not  graduates,  wero  playing  a 
great  part  in  supporting  and  bettering

Prom  those  prcaodt*  it  was  learned 
that  many  of  thiT  alumni  associations 
have  life  memberships  which  can  be 
purchasod  by  mombors  .  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  for  a  price  ranging  from  $35  to 
$75  dollars.  It  was  suggested  Tor  teach¬ 
ers  colleges  such  as  aro  '.found  in  Mis¬ 
souri,  that  $50  would,  be  about  .right  for 
a  lifo  membership.  ,r 

Tho  plan  usod  in,most  schools  is  to 
let  the  students  pay.for  the  life  mem¬ 
bership  in  monthly  jpaymonts  of  .  per¬ 
haps  $5  a  month  or  on  somo  such  ar¬ 
rangement  of  time  payment.  It  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  tho  moony  thus  receivod 
could  bo  loaned  out  to  worthy  students . 
at  6  por  cent  interest,  to  the  oxtent  of' 
not  moro  -than  $200  to  $300  dollars  a ;

Tho  College  High  School  is  fully  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Stato  Department  of  Ed¬ 
ucation.  At  tho  present  timo  there  aro 
thirty-ono  classos  offering  as  many  dif¬ 
ferent  units  of  work.  A  student  has  a 
wide  choico  of  electives  with  whieh  to 
supplement  his  required  work.  Among 
tho  electives  this  year  aro;  Agriculturo, 
Bookkeeping,  Physics,  Shorthand,  Voca¬ 
tional  and  General  Homo  Economics, 
Industrial  Arts,  Fino  Arts,  French,  La¬ 
tin,  Advanced  Algebra  and  Advanced 
Arithmetic,  Typowriting  and  Music  Ap¬ 
preciation. 

The  teaching  is  done  by  college  stud¬ 
ents,  in  either  their  major  or  minor 
field  and  under  tho  direct  supervision 
of  tho  subject  matter  supervisor,  a  col¬ 
lege  instructor,  and  tho  Principal  of  tlie 
High  School.  High  school  students  have 
access  to  much  of  tho  college  equipment 
and  materials  of  instruction  as  well  as 
the  College  library.

It  is  a  copy  of  tho  friozc,  now 
in  tho  British  Museum,  but  which  orig¬ 
inally  was  on  the  ontsido  of  tho  Par 
thenon  at  Athens.  The  frieze  extends 
along  tho  top  of  nil  four  sides  of  this 
I  temple,  and  represented  a  religious 
(procession.  Tho  section  of  tho  friozo,  a 
I  copy  of  which  is  at  tho  Collogo,  is 
(known  as  tho  “Frieze  of  tho  Horso- 
men,”  and  shows  tho  high-born  youths 
of  Athens  riding.  It  oweB  its  artistic 
beauty  to  tho  rhythm  of  tho  horses’ 
figures,  and  the  vigor  and  action  of 
the  horsemen. 

Before  the  auditorium,  stands  the 
life-size  statue  of  Lincoln,  by  tho  sculp¬ 
tor  St.  Gaudons,  most  famous  of  Ame¬ 
rica’s  sculptors,  according  to  Miss  De- 
Luce.  Tlie  College’s  statue  is  a  copy  of 
tho  original  which  stands  in  Lincoln 
Park,  Chicago.  One  of  tho  beBt-known 
and  best-loved  representatives  in  mar¬ 
ble  of  this  famous  president,  is  this  sta-, 
tue,  the  art  instructor  said.  To  see  this 
piece  of  art  to  tho  best  advantage,  Miss 
DoLucc  added,  one  should  see  it  as  one 
comes  up  tho  stairs  just  as  the  oyc 
level  approaches  tho  level  of  tho  feet 
of  tho  statue. 

In  the  library  aro  two  copies  of  the 
works  of  cyrus  Kallin,  an  American 
sculptor,  MIsb  DeLuee  pointed  out.  One, 
“The  Scout,”  a  small  plastor  copy  of 
the  original  whieh  is  life-sizo  and  which 
is  in  Penn  Valley  Park  in  KansaB  City 
on  a  high  eminence  overlooking  the 
valley  of  tho  Kaw.  Tho  other,  4 ‘Tho 
Appeal  to  the  Great  Spirit,”  is  also  a 
copy  of  an  original  of  life  sizo  which 
stands  before  tho  Fino  Aits  Museum  in 
Boston. 

Probably  no  ono  who  has  studied  in 
tho  west  library  haB  failed  to  notice 


tho  two  landseapo  paintings  there,  one 
“Unconqucrcd”  by  Dcilo  Miller  of 
Kansas  City,  and  tho  other,  “niddea 
Valloy”  by  Sandzen.  Both  nro  of  good 
composition  nnd  color,  Miss  DoLuco 
commented,  but  nro  most  effeetivo 
wlion  seen  at  a  distanco  of  fiftocn  or 
twenty  feet. 

In  tho  east  library  is  now  hung  a 
very  good  study  of  tho  main  cntranco 
of  tho  capitol  building  in  Jofforeon 
City.  Tho  painting  is  by  Parker. 

Tho  lust  acquisition  of  tho  Colloge 
in  tho  form  of  art,  a  gift  of  tho  senior 
class  of  1929,  hangs  in  Social  Hall  and 
is  called  “Mountains  nnd  Snow.”  This 
picturo  is,  according  to  Mms  DoLnce, 
a  vigorous  study  of  tho  hills  in  winter. 
It  was  painted  by  Borningliuas.  It  is 
extremely  well  painted,  tho  art  instruc¬ 
tor  went  on  to  say,  and  tho  work  of  a 
man  still  in  his  twenties.  In  tho  same 
room  is  the  Courtyard  of  St.  John’s 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  England,  by  Por- 
cival  DcLuce,  tho  father  of -Miss  Do 
Luce,  who  was  a  member  of.  tho  Nation¬ 
al  Academy  of  this  country.  A  small . 
but  vivid  bit  of  coloring  shows  in  tho 
boat  sceno  by  Kathryn  Cherry,  a  St. 
Louis  artist,  nnd  the  count  is  ended  by 
tho  sight  of  two  excellent  etchings  of 
Amiens  and  Rlieima  Cathedrals.  “The 
College  may  well  consider  itself  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  this  nucleus  towards  a 
futuro  museum,”  Miss  DoLuco  said  in 
conclusion.
